Bpecial train bearing Li Hung Chang and 
suite was scheduled to arrive at eleven 
o'clock 3'esterday (Sunday) morning. 
I<;.\iii;tly lit the appointed time the train 
steuined into the station. Althoti},'li the 
time of the arrival oi the train wa.n imt 
Iciiown by the general public; fully -1,000 
peoplB y/er& gatliered around the statioti 
irroiinds, the Chinamen and all Iioldini: 
permits from the CP.R. beinj; [ilaeed at 
points of vaiitaj^e along tiie wliari. On 
the arrival of tlie train tlie fullowing 
disliofniialieil Oh iiiamen met the Viceroy 
and sliowed him full Oriental respect, 
prostrating the in .selves iiiion thefjround. 
Aiiiont; them were AYon On I5iinn, special 
coimnisBioner from Pekiiii^ ; I,e 
Chung, Victoria; Lee Men k Ivow, Vic- 
toria; Yip Youen, A''anconver; Ken 
Youen, Victoria; Lou Winif, Victoria; 
Vip Sinjt, A''ancouver; Lam (Inwj, 
New Westminster, etie., etc. J lis 
JCxcellency was carried from thie train 
in bia' chair. The carriage was drawn 
by fajir wliite . hortea. On the bridge 
leadilTg to the wlia.rjf the Viceroy passed 
tlirous:li long linesof Chinamen from the 
Sound (!itieH, Victoria and San FranciBco, 
all (,'aily decked in silken robes. The 
Hilken ruhed Oriental dif2;uitarie.H all gave 
the royal ealute wliitli was heartily re- 
sponded to. 

Ilia Kxcellcney war accompanied in 
his carriafie by the Mayor antl Dr. 
IIprBcy, representing the Dominion gov- 
erhnient. In ajipearaiice he ia ii power- 
ful lookinj; niuii, mentally and physi- 
call}'. In j)aasin^ under the beautiful 
arch built by the Chinamen of Vancou- 
ver, lie admired it with a eignificant 
wave 6£ the hand, As he approached 
the boat he met his fellow-countrymen 
drawn up in line, who bent their heads 
with tlio hands on the knee and eyes 
cast down — the Oriental token of 
Bubmisaion. Above them on • the 
steamer the bluejackets showed iheir 
respect by lifting their hats. At the 
boat the diHtiiiguiehed diplomat again 
took to his Hwlan chair and was carried 
on board to the booming of the cannon 
from II. M.S. Comas, whoso yartlarms 
werti manned by bhu;jac:kbts and who.se 
loiini^'j was decorated by the Chiuese 
standard. On all the shipping in the 
harbor, topetiier with public buildings 
and Chinese residences, floated the yel- 
low buntingof Cliinti or the L'nion .lack. 
On arriving on board IJia lOxcelleiicy 
went Ptraiglit to his cabin to rest. At Ii 
o'clock he was d riven around town and 
to the park and expressed himself as 
particularly pleased with Vancouver's 
natural advantages. Uie Excellency 
afterwards couseated to {{ive an inter- 
view to the Board of Trade, the Council, 
prominent Chinamen and the press. 

The Chinese ambassador received del- 
eirates from ,S :80 to I'J to-day. He re- 
coivi'd from and relumed to the board 
of trade a long address. The aiuljas- 
aador B[)oko of the (iaberie.?, said it was 
a shame so much good limber was burn- 
ing down, iiiid asked from President 
Bell-Irving one hundred queHtions re- 
Kar<i ing Canadian jjulitica ani.l trade. At 
the inuynr and eoiiiicil presented 
itn addi-es.s ami receive 1 one in reply 
from the X'iceroy, wlio said he was abtiut 
to leave the youfi^est city in America 
lor t.ho okient <.'oiintry on the globe. 
Jlu hitthly i)riii£<ed S'aacouvcr and Oanu- 
dinn institutions. At 10 Lieut.-Goveriior 
Dewdney, the Captain of tlie Comua and 
Major Townley of the Fifth Regiment 
presented their respecte. The ambaesa- 
dor thanked the Queen's representative 
in British Cohim bia for coming so far to 
see him, and hoped lie would work hard 
to populate the province. He regretted 
he could not cull at Victoria and could 
not pay bin rcspecta to Premier Turner. 

Tiie ainliafHudor evide.itly considered 
Lieut. -(ioverniir iJowdney's visit the 
inuBt important, for he held Ilia Honor's 
liaml fully a minute, liis;diseiigaged hand 
resting in a frientlly waj' on the LieiU.- 
Oovernor's shoulder. At conclusion of 
the interview Li Hung Chang accom- 
panied tbo Lieut. -Governor towards the 
gang plank, n murk of special favor — 
as through all the otiier inter- 
views he remained seated. He 
asked the Lieutenant-Governor to 
write the Governor- General thanking 
him for his many kindnesaea. For the 
captain of the Comus he prophesied pro- 
motion to the rank of rear admiral. Ho 
acknowledged Uiat England was the 
greatest naval pov>-er in the world, and 
thanked Her .Majesty's ca|)tain for tho 
anlute on hia arrival. 

^\t 10:30 there was an interview with 
former mi.ssionaries and Chinese civil 
servantH, and ;it 11 with the consular 
corps of Vancouver. He p pnko graciously 
of each country to its respective repre- 
sentative, especially of Germany, Bend- 
ing through Consul VVulffBohn a friendly 
message to Emijeror \Villiam. The 
president of the chamber of com- 
merce and the minister of foreign 
afFairs also sent messages through the 
consuls of his goodwill to all the goTern- 
ments represented. At 2 o'clock all the 
available population of Vancouver was 
on tho wharf to say good-by«. The am- 
bassador bowed Ilia farewell from tho 
deck, while the city band, Chinese band 
and co'jntless lirecrackers made an iui- 
pressivo din and nproar dear to the Chi- 
iicee heart. H.M.S, Comua fired an ap- 
propriato salute as the steamer I'^.iiijircss 
of Cliina jmsBed on lior outbound voyage. 

Although the Chinese lesidentsof this 
city were dieappoiiiled last evening over 
Li Hung Chang's non-arrival they in- 
dulged in conaiderablo celebrating in ex- 
pectation of* his coming, Some of tho 
leaidlng Chinese merchants, at the hour 
the EmpreBB of China was looked for at 



the outer wharf sot off great strings of 
13reworks,_ and for upwards of an hour or 
more Chinatown was all excitement. 
Two cartloads of fireworks z,i\<l a l)and 
were stationed at the outer whtirf ready 
for a greeting to the Bteaniship as she 
came in sight, and it seemed as if nearly 
all Chinatown had turned out for the 
occasion, while fully a thousaml whites 
keiit them company till a late lioui-. Up 
to an early hour this morning, however, 
the steamship had not arrived, anil ))ro- 
bably owing to the foggy weather she 
had anchored somewhere for the night 
as a matter of jjrecaution and will ar- 
rive here some time this morning.

Discovery of a Bomb Factory and 
Arrest of a Number of 
Persons. 



Tyuaa One of the Principal Parties 
—The Press on the De- 
velopments. 

ANTwuiti', Sept. 14. — Yesterday a dyn- 
amite factory was discovered here and a 
number of persons, among them tlie 
well known Tynan, were arrested in con- 
nection with it. 

Lo.vDO.v, .Sept. 11. — A dispatch from 
Boulogne to the Associated Press says 
that Tynan spent Saturday evening in 
the bar of an hotel drinking 
and standing for drinks freely and 
talking politics. He retired to bed 
intoxicated at two o'clock in the morn 
intr, and was still under the influence of 
drink when he was arrested. He as 
Slimed his innocence till Detective 
Inspector Walsh revealed to him all his 
recent movements, when he admitted 
hia identity. 

Tiie formalities of extradition in 
Tynan's case will occupy a fortnight. 
Tynan's mother and her eon who are 
living at Kingstown, near Dublin, declare 
that they never knew of his movemeiitH, 
and that they supposed he was cunvas- 
iiig lor a iiolitical jiiirty in the United 
.States. His mother was jKeparing to go 
to New York to see him 

The secretary of the British Amnesty 
Association, speaking of the arrest of 
Tynan, aays that they will afford Tynan 
means for hia defence, but that he will 
have no sympathy if he has been guilty 
of any recent conspiracy. 

The Times has an editorial this morn- 
ing commenting at length on tho arrests 
at Boulogne, Glasgow and Kotterdain of 
a number of persons susjjected of com- 
plicity in a dynamite jilot, in the course 
of which it says: "Unless the 
police have coininitted a succes- 
sion of incredible blunders we 
are in the jjresence of a conspiracy 
of the panic type as that ior which IJr, 
Gallagher was sentenced. As we liave 
all along contended, the irreconcilables 
are irreconcilable still and still remain 
murileroua enough in their intent and 
strong enough in numbers to orgaiiixo 
and to pay for a complicated and costly 
conspiracy against Great Britain. The 
Jesaons to be drawn are plain enough 
and tlie nation may be left to draw tlieni 
for itself at the moment dolin Daly is 
enjoying triumphant receptions from 
his fellow-countrymen, Dr, Sjience 
Watson, • president of the society of 
friends of Russian freedom discredits 
the notion of a Fenian and Niliilist alli- 
anc(t. On the whole wo are inclined 
lo agree with him. Our Brusseis corre- 
siioniieiit hears that the Antwerp bomb 
factory litis cosmopolitan aims, but there 
does iiot appear much evidence to sup- 
])ort this view." 

The Chronicle in its editorial on the 
subject jioints out that the new con- 
spiracy has no root in Ireland, and that 
It is not even su^ested by the police 
that the persons arrested have any con- 
nection with any organization, open or 
secret. The plot has been hatclied, con- 
tinued the Chronicle, in the drinking 
saloons of New York, and so op.enly and 
carelessly that every detail was known 
to the police from the inception of the 
sc heme. Tymin micrht as well have ex- 
ulained tbo plot from house to house, 
its all very straime and wo want more 
light. 

A Brussels dispatch to the Chronicle 
says; "Two thousand potindH sterling 
was found upon tho jiersons arrested at 
Borchem, the suburb of Antwer]) where 
the dynamite factory was situated. Tlio 
police suspect lifteen other jiorsons in 
various iMiropean capitals of com j)licit3' 
with the Berchem factory. Later infor- 
mation points to 'an attempt upon tho 
life of the C/.ar having been planned at 
iJreslau." 

A later dispatch from Brussels to the 
Associated Press shows that there was a 
woman connected with the arrested con- 
spirators. The house at Berchem, the 
suburb of Antwerp, where the police 
found the laboratory fully fitted with 
applitinces and materials for the 
manufacture of bombs and exploB- 
ivcs, was hired by a woman, and tho 
police art! Kearching for her. The Bel- 
gian police have also found in the house 
relerred to linger and footprints. It is 
believed that this fact will servo to iden- 
tify the men who occupied the house, 
and connect the right persons with this 
feature of the great conspiracy.

was free on the day she reported at 
Sydney no duty could be collected at 
Montreal. The amount involved ia 
about if-!;5,000. No doubt the govern- 
ment will make an ajipeal to the .Supreme 
court from this decision. 

.Judge Burbidge also gtive iudgment 
to-day in favor of tiie American Dniilap 
Tire Co., and granted an injunction to 
tho American company to prevent the 
latter from infringing upon their patent.

(From the B. C. Mining Journal.) 
• Tlie Major Dupont party, conBistinRof 
Meaars. Dupont, Hunter, Bell, H;irvev 
and Niukson, have left for Quesnelle 
Forks to decide upon the proposed 
operationa on the dam across tlie 
foot of tiiiesnelle lake for the purpose of 
reaervoiring the water of the lake, there- 
by drying the bed of tho river from 
Quesnelle lake to the Forks of the Ques- 
nelle, a distance of about ten miles. Mr. 
Joaeph Hunter, M.P.P., who ia an en- 
gineer of experience and reputation, will 
have charge of the work. Mr. II. P. 
Bell will be consulting engineer. .Major 
Dupont said yesterday : " We shall push 
the work as fast as wo can to advantage 
and lio))o to liavo tho dam in in 
the early spring. Tho ])huis have 
been Hubuiitted to eminent au- 
thorities, among others Abernethy of 
London, and they are found to be com- 
plete and carefully made." The share- 
holders of the company are mostly in 
England, although Mr. Peirson ia a large 
ahareholder. It ia at hia expense that 
the diving and other operationg were 
conducted on this river some three years 
ago, the grand results of which have no 
doubt aided very materially in bringing 
about the present successful issue. Mr. 
Pierson has bonded the North Fork for 
a very handsome sum, rumor saya well 
up into six: figures. River-bwl mining 
ia evidently coming to the (rout. The 
method of working the bed of the 
river has not as yet been 
decided u[)on. There \h no room for 
doubting lliat the bed of the .South Fork 
is rich in gold. The comjiany expect to 
expend two hundred thousantl dollars in 
putting in tho dam and getting the 
water under complete control. 

Tho Island mountain quartz claims are 
being looked after and work shows them 
to be of great value. 

In regard to the Big Valley creek, of 
which work Mr. Wni. Adama ia in 
chaise, Major Dupont aaid : " I am in 
receipt of samples of the gold taken out 
of the tunnel now being driven by Mr. 
Adams. Each set shows an increase in 
the iimount of gold carried and tho out- 
look is very jjromiaing. We e.'cpect where 
we find the bedrock to find good pay, 
and have without doubt a very valuable 
property. 

To Major Dupont much credit is due 
lor inducing so many English capitalists 
to become better acquainted ivith this 
section. Undoubtedly from the results 
of the visit oi those in comi^any 'A'ith 
Major Dujioiit other i)ropoHitioiis will bo 
taken up and money procured to place 
them on a suceesBfiil baaia. 

The Colonel Fishback pai ty, consisting 
of eight perfiiuis, uame down Monday 
and are more than pleased with the re- 
sults of their investigation of the placer 
mines owned by the company. Large 
and expensive hydrauliu pteuts ivlll be 
put in on the Maud mine and also on 
the Fiahhack. The 20 miles of dredging 
ground on the Quesnelle river will not 
be commenced until after work ia ad- 
vanced on the hydraulic claims. The 
com pan v ia incorporated for $o,000,000. 

Thomas Roblin , who has been work- 
ing for nearly a year on a drill on 
Lovett creek, a irihutary of f^ightning 
creek, and parlner.s have the drift in 
nearly 400 lee-t, and the indications are 
good that when bedrock is reached pay 
will be found aa it has in all of the creeks 
in the immediate vicinity. 

W. Mclntoah, of Buckingham, Quebec, 
went up on Friday to commence work 
on the Burns mountain quartz proper- 
ties, owned by himself and aaaouiatea. 
There is no que-tion of the richneaa of 
the quart/, of that section. The extent 
is not yet thoroughly shown, but it is 
fair to presume that large bodies of ore 
will bo shown by proper work.

miles north of Asiicroft, four luindred 
acres of grounil lias Ijcen located for min- 
ing pnr|ioses by tho JOnglish syndicate 
referred to some weeks ago as doing 
some prosiiectiiig in that section. The 
mountains are covered with red, blue 
iiiid yellow material, composed of de- 
composed ixirjjhyry, diorite and slate, 
the pecnliar coloring being cansed by 
the oxidization of the iron contained in 
the rock surface; by examination and 
prospecting, fissures were found that 
carried (jiiartz hearing silver. Sinking 
on these ledges goes to bear out so far 
Mr. Mitchell'a theory that the ledgea 
would increase in silver with depth ; as- 
saya at first ran only a few ounces, but 
after sinking about thirty feet ore run- 
ning sixty ounces in silver has been 
found , and ii few ilays ago some (piartz 
rich in galena and (;arrying as high as 200 
ounces of silver per ton was encountered. 

Work on the mines in the vicinity of 
Lillooet is progressing and the showing 
is very satisfaclory. The company hav- 
ing the Ample under bond have a force 
of L'5 men at work, and have a good body 
of ore in sight. Several hundred tons of 
ore on the dump looks well, and is said 
to give good returns in gold. On the 
Golden l<"agle the last reports are that in 
the end of the IW foot drift a solid l.ody 
of ore, showing gold freely, is in sight. 

Two men wIkj went up with tho Colo- 
nel Wright parly to Omineca came 
down last week. They give a xood re- 
port of that section as a mining country., 
and report tiiat the party are all well 
and have gotten along well with their 
work. 

It is reported that the Cinnabar Min- 
ing Company at Savona'a Ferry has or- 
dered a complete plant from San Fran- 
cisco, and will manufacture quicksilver 
on ;i largo scale. The mines of British 
Columbia consume innually a large 
amount of ([uicksilver, and the demand 
will increase enormously in the province 
for vears to come.

POPULfS.V AV l7Si!. 

Populism is not altogether new in the 
United States. In the present move- 
ment to debase the currency and to in- 
rent a new way to pay old debts history 
in that country is repeating itself. Be- 
tween the yeiirs 1788 an 1 1787 the young 
republic was convulsed with an agitation 
that threatened to destroy it utterly. 
The people in many of the States be- 
lieved it was in the power ol novernuient 
to create money — to make it out of 
nothing — and in this way help both the 
State and the imlividiia! citizen to pet 
clear of tlieir niunolary olilitiations. Mr. 
Cliauncey J'"ofil, in a history of tliat 
critical 1 iiiio, says : 

The lielief was urjicii that the Le^jisla- 
tlire could ci-eate uealth hy callinir 
strips of paper, money. The ex|ierieiii'ca 
which the States had just passed throtij;h 
in the Revolution should have warned 
them against embarking on so 
dangerous a course. Yet a fever for 
paper money was engendered in every 
State and in all bat a few New England 
States did it rage so powerfully as to 
carry all before it and again involve the 
credit of the States iu the distrust from 
which it was just emerging. The scarc- 
ity of specie, the presence of debt, and 
tlie burden of taxation oll'ered ready e.K- 
oiisea for resorlin;; to bills of credit. 

It was found that this paper money 
■without tmylhin;^ tiilistantial at the back 
oi it was not reu'urded liy the peoule as 
worth much, and as time progressed it 
became of less and less value Other de- 
vices were resorted to to enable debtors 
to get rid of their obligations easily. 
■" When paper was not issued," we are 
told, "land or commodities was made 
a legal tender. Such a law iu ,S(jiitli 
Carolina bet;ame known as the ' barren 
law,' because delitors would tender to 
their creditors the poorest and niost 
worthless land of their holdings." 

The circulation of the worthless paper 
money was enjoined by law. 

"A creilitor had no alternative; he 
must take the paper, no matter wliat its 
value might he, or forfeit his claim. 
Hevere penalties were levelled against 
Buuh persons as should not receive it at 
its face value, or express their prefer- 
ence for silver. Business transactions 
were at a standstill, for the confidence 
of man in man was destroyed. Prices of 
all articles rose rapidly to meet the in- 
creasing depreciation of these bills." 

This is exactly what might have been 
u.xpected. No one was such a fool in 
tliose dnys as to say that the higli prices 
thus made were a good thing for the 
country, as thousands are idiotic enough 
to say now about the high prices that 
would be created by the debasement of 
the currency from gold to silver of little 
more than half its value. 

Tlie Legislatures of several of the 
Slates were compelled by the Populists 
of those days to enact anti-creditor laws. 
Tender laws as vfe have seen were 
enacted. The outraged creditors 
called them tough lavt'S. " Stay 
and relief laws," intended to delay 
or prevent the collection of just debts 
were passed in different States. A "stay 
law " in Maryland postponed the collec- 
tion of debts for two years, and a similar 
act was passed in Georgia. In North 
Carolina suits were suspended for twelve 
months, leading a prominent lawyer to 
assert that the laws of the State seemed 
to 1)0 very favorable to knavish debtors. 

There was, of course, a strong opposi- 
tion to all these measures, for there were 
honest and clear-headed men in all the 
States who saw the tendency of these 
dishonest device8i but..they were for a 
long time overborne by the shortalghted 
mob in alliance with dishonest debtors; 
Men who opposed the repudiation laws 
. and the rag-money issues were denounc- 
;€d aa.fcnemies of the public welfare, and 
•were persecuted in various ways 



Governor of New Jersey, when he refuE- 
ed to sanction a bill for the issue of pa- 
per" money; was dragged through the 
streets In e&gy, and the angry populnce 
could not tie appeased until an estra ses- 
sion of the Legislature had been conven- 
ed to pass a law similar to the ono that 
tlie Governor liad rejected. 

While the Populists of the day were 
carrying [on this pernicious agitation 
and forcing the State legislators to pass 
dishonest and stupid laws, Nature was 
dealing most kindly with the young 
Republic. All that it required to free 
itself from its temporary enibarrass- 
inents was to be governed according to 
the principles of honesty and common 
sense. Franklin, writing of itij condi- 
tion, said : 

" And I do not remember ever to have 
Been during my long life more sigus uf 
Dublic felicity than appears at present 
throughout the United States; the cul- 
tivators of the earth who make the bulk 
of our nation have made good crops 
which are paid for at liigli priiies with 
ready money ; its artisans, too, receive 
high' wages and the value of all eaiates 
is augmented greatly. Merolmnts and 
shopkeepers, indeed, conii)laiii that there 
is not business enough, but this is evi- 
dently owing to the fewucsH of buyers, 
not to the too great nuiubLT of i^ellers; 
for the consumption ol goods was iie\-(|r 
greater, aa appears by the dress, furni- 
ture and manner of living of all ranks of 
people." 

" Had the currency of tlietitnes," adds 
the historian, " been lionest, thia i>ictuie 
would have meant prosperity." Wliat 
benjamin Franklin said of his country 
in his day applies with equal, or even 
greater, force to the United States of our 
own time. It is a greatly favored coun- 
try, and is free from any of what are 
consiileied the scourges of nations — war, 
pestilence and famine. Jt is a land of 
peace and jilenty, yet unprincipled agi- 
tators are doing what they can to bring 
upon it distress and suflering. The 
Populists of the eighteenth century 
failed to carry out their mad projects. 
The good sense and the honesty of the 
silent majority were strong enough to 
defeat them and to undo the mischief 
they had done. It is somewhat singular 
that the names of the leaders of the 
Populists of those days are forgotten, 
while the memory of the men who op- 
posed them is held in honor. 

LI HUNG CSANG. 



We are glad to find that His Ex- 
cellency Li Hung Chang has been treated 

with the respect and attention due to a 
man of his high station who is a guest 
of the people of this Dominion. And he 
is pei'.Honally and ofKcially worthy of 
their respect. He is a man of uncom- 
mon ability who has devoted himeolf to 
the service of his country. He has by 
dint of pure merit and force of character 
raised hitnself steii by step to the highest 
position under the Sovereign in the 
kingdom of Cliiua. He lias encountered 
many difliculties and he has surmounted 
them all, and he has made 
many enemies and has got the better of 
them all. His methods have not becu 
those of a British statesman, it is true; 
but we have not heard that they have, 
taliintr for their measure the Chi- 
nese standard of excellence, been at 
all objectionable. It is evident that 
theUhinese regard Li Hung Chang ok a 
good man as well as a great statesman, 
and it is by the estimate of the beat of 
his own countrymen that he should be 
judged. 

It is iiiipossilile to form a reasonable 
ccinjei'tnro as to what will be the ell'ect 
of Li Hung Chang's visit to Europe and 
America as regards the relations of Ciuna 
with foreign countries or the internal 
improvement of the Empire. He is very 
far indeed from being absolute master of 
China. He has many anil powerful'toppo- 
nents who are no doidit watchint.' their 
chance to thwart Iuh <lesigns, ami tliere 
are iiillnences in the country which are 
opposed to change of any kind. It is 
quite possible that these influences and 
these enemies will be too many and too 
strong for Li Hung Chang, Thev 
may defeat his projects and ])reveiit 
bis carrying out a more liberal iioiicy 
than Cliina has hitlierto fiilioiveil. Be- 
sides, it is impossiljle to say wtiat Ins 
]iiojecta and his |)olicy really are, He is 
not a communicative man aa regards his 
own inten^tions and schemes, and what 
he says must not always bo taken as in- 
dicating what ho thinks, It is generally 
supposed that the Chinese Ktatesnuiu is 
liberal in liis views and that if he liiid 
bis own way lie would improve and lib- 
eralize the policy of the Government of 
his country, both domestic and foreign 
— and it is more than likely that the 
supposition is true or very near the 
truth, but it may be some time before 
the pcojiIeB of the West hear that his 
policy has been [lut. in pr.aclice by the 
powers that be in China. 



The Ameri- 
can newspapers have, we .b6o, rtf» 
epected Mr. Ohamberlainla^-^wiBhesi 
They have not pestered liiih for inter- 
views, nor have they, as some of them 
have been known to do, given the public 
imaginary conversations and nnide Jlr.

When the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies was in the Opposition he was 
most communicative and was conse- 
sequently much in favqr with the re- 
porters, but 'since he has borne the 
reaponsibilities of office he hascultivated 
a wise and judicious reticence which is 
most becoming in a Minister of State. 
The Canadian people will know 
ill good time Tvhat Mr. Chamber- 
lain thinks of many subjects in 
which they are more or- less deeply 
interested. He is not the man 
to be silent when he sees it his duty to 
speak — and to speak with the utmost ^ 
plainness. | 

NliARING THE END. j 

The indications are that the cup of the 
Sultan's iniquity is full, and that the 
day of his downfall is at hand. He has 
outraged llie feelings of the Christian 
world too long. The iieojilo have borne 
as long aa tliey could the inaction of 
Governments. They consider, and 
rightly, too, that greater forbearance 
really means complicity in the evil deeds 
of the Turkish Government. The Brit- 
ish Government has at last spoken out 
plainly, and has told the Sultan that an 
end must be initio government by mas- 
sacre. Lorii .Salisbury ajiparently has 
not WiUled to make sure of the co-oper- 
.ation of the other great Powers before he 
took action. He had deferred to them 
too long. He had allowed considerations 
of policy to stand in the way of his obey- 
ing the dictates of humanity so long that 
the Sultan considered that lie might 
treat the Armenians and otlier Christians 
in his dominions as cruelly as he pleasetl 
without fear of the interference of 
Christian nations. But he has now 
found that there is a limit to the for- 
bearance of Ohristian peoples and' that 
if he desires to retain his seat on , the 
Turkish throne ho must treat his Chri«- 
tian subjects with justice and human- 
ity. 

It is not known as yet how the change 
is to be brought about, but it seeuis to 
be certain that the Sultan will beobliged 
to make it speedily or, if he hesitates or 
refuges, it will bo effected without him 
or in spite of his opposition.

HOW NOT TO DO IT. 

Our City Council are about to carry 
out as stupid a niece of work as could 
well be iniatrined. Tliey have had com- 
plaints that Moveniuieul Ibni^e and a 
nuiiiberof large houses between it and 
Fortstreethave been carrying their closet 
drains on to Belcher street, whence the 
sewage ia conveyed for some distance to 
Charles street, where it is discharged on 
to the open street. To cure this, :ind as 
the city ia poor, tlie Provincial Govern- 
ment, who are responsible for Uovern- 
ment House, have agreed to pay $1,000, 
the city to pay ifl.OOO and the private 
property owners, $1,000, to liave a drain 
constructed to the sea. It will hardly 
be credited that it is proposed to carry 
this sewage to lioss iiay, where it will 
lodge forever, in.stenii of joining 
the accepteil system, ah-eady work- 
ing witliout a fault. By taking 
the drain by Richardson street to 
Cook street the council would have a 
proper sanitary drain, tailing into the 
sea at a proper (ilace foi' sewage matter 
to be deposited. Tliat drain would be 
jjart and jiarcel of tiie general sewage 
aysiom ot tlie city, and would, if properly 
laid, work forever without a hitch and 
without danger to the health of the citi- 
zens, instead of being taken to a bay 
v/here it will be a constant source of 
danger. The thing is so clear that it is 
surprising it has to be pointed out.

Li Hung Ctiang ia Chinu'a Griind Old 
Man. Nearly three-qimrtera of ucontnry 
old, he has been over half a century ii 
the service of bia country, llo iuuar 
nates the modern ideas ot progress iu 
the Middle Kingdom. His career is one 
long story of courage, coueistenoy and 
victory. Ife ia the best hated man in 
China. With more enemiea than ho 
can count, ho Biirvivo.s tlioin all. The 
number of those abroad wlio admire him 
is great. The minority of thoee at home 
who fear and honor him tends slowly to 
become a majority. 

Mr. Plum, t-ubliino Lesson, as wo 
should say in EiigliHh, was born iu ISl 
in an obscure town, from i)iu'ont.s who 
seemed iu no way remarkable, thou 
we suspect that the mother of the most 
famoua of the live sous of Li Benior must 
have been a woman of uniiaiuil force of 
character. At any rate, l,,i Ilun;; Chaii^ 
came into tlie world with a superb 
physical organization, and witli a brain 
power wiiich, joined to a strong will, 
enabled him lo muster tluit amazing 
ayateui of ideographa which ia tlie 
Chinese instrument for visibly 
pressing thought. Calligraphy, 
fine penmanship in the Occi- 
dent is not reckoned as high 
a virtue as it oueht to be; but in the 
Chinese world, where the "face" of 
thing is looked upon more than its life, 
elegant writinK is the pasejiort to honor 
and a badge of culture. Yet, besides 
his penmanship, for whic;h ho is still 
famoaa, Iji is a strong and graceful styl 
iat aa the innumerable documents from 
his pen in the Peking Gazette show, and 
not a few elegant verses from hi.s pen are 
known in China. In one of them he com 
pares friend Tseng to the diamond 
which carves and polishes into splendor 
the rough pebbles of the road, turning 
them into gems. 

According to the standard of the Chi 
nese proverb, Li has attained the three 
supreme prizes which lie on the top of 
modntains BifScuUy and Barity. They 
are longevity, sons and wealth. Further- 
more, both he and his brother have been 
• viceroya. Virtually, if not actually, he 
has occupied the highest posts of honor 
and influence in China. Hehnaboen a 
man of letters, boldier, statesman, dip 
lomatiat, and amba sador. llo ia a man 
of aignal qualities, but also of decided 
limitations. He has suH'ered failure, 
defeat, and humiliation again and again, 
but he seems to have a genius for neu 
tralizing the evil eflects of his mistakes, 
and of wresting the flower of Buccees 
from the bram Dies of danger, 

We have said that Li has pronounced 
limitntiona. Having won Ins first suc- 
ceases as a soldier, he is too apt, both in 
the eyes of his Chinese critics and of his 
Western level-headed admirers, to over- 
estimate the value of forts and armies 
This ia no wonder for it was the object 
lesson given him by American arms, tac- 
tics and military genius which first 
opened his eyes to the power of modern 
and Western methods. Fortunately iji 
was young when he saw how the Ameri- 
can Frederick Townsend Ward (born at 
Salem, Massachusetts, in November, 
1831) took common Chinamen and turned 
them into nearly invincible heroes. 
Englisli writem call Ward an " adven- 
turer," ami Hhcrihe to Gordon the virtue 
of huvintt ixiu verted Li and saved the 
ChineoB Euipirefrom the T'ai-p'ing re- 
bt-llion. Yet the tact that Gordon 
Eimply carried out the plans initiated 
by vVnnl, h Iki i\as a natural soldier, that 
the Chinofii' lliemselves have reared 
nicMionals lo the American, and that J^i 
Hung Ctuuig was at once Ward's patron, 
fripM.l iiii'l !iii|)ii, justify the honor given 
to (IcMcri.l \\'ai(l by critical students of 
niodf-rn (Jbin.'fe iiiatory. 

Hung Chang, instead of being sat- 
iiHt-d Willi the gratitude of his imperial 
maftiT, and then settling down to 
Chiiier-e otli(Mal routine, immediately 
began the steady and persistent policy 
of arming China for defence against the 
great northern danger, Russia. For, 
tirst and last, Li is a patriot. He real- 
izes his country's danger. He knows 
that unleaa China shall awake from her 
Bliiggish conservatism, her semi-paraly- 
eis wrought by contemptuous indifler- 
ence, and her ])ride which goes before 
destruction, she must beconu; a i)olitical 
corpse. Instead of sulilinie unity, there 
will be Unsaian, IJritish, French and 
German " i)rotectorateH," while China 
aa an entity will disappear. F'or over a 
score ot years he has given his time and 
thought to fortifying the coast, to pro- 
viding a national army and navy, to 
building railroads, to developing the re- 
sources of the empire, and, by facing 
modern problems, to secure the empire 
intact. Iu a word, what William' of 
Orange, what George Washington, what 
Abraham Lincoln, desired to do, each in 
his turn, has been and is Li Mnug 
Chang's burning desire. Ohina has no 
political unit^, in the sense of the term 
understood in the West. It may be 
likened to a colossal jolly-ligli rather 
than to a verlebrated creatur(? 
with brain antl nerves. Li wislied 
to make the nation a unity in which 
every portion whould iiiiickly respond. 
Out of many parts iio would make one 
whole— a nluribus unuin. Instead of 
jealous ana almost hostile proviii'-es, he 
would have a union able to resist all in- 
ternal inaurroctiona and all foreign ene- 
mies. 

A full account of hia eflbrts would 
make a fascinating story of brilliant suc- 
cesses and of painful failures. With ec- 
centric and super-Ohinese perception he 
Btiv that foreign aid in brains, skill, cap- 
tal and raw and manufactured material 
were essential. The mnney must bo 
forthcoming. Moat difficult of all was 
the task of overcoming the bigoted con- 
ceit of mitivo conaervatiain, which teach- 
es dogmatically that modern and West- 
ern piogress are hut sham, and retro- 
gression from ancient and therefore 
perfect i<leal8. Cautiously feeliiii: hia 
way, he (irat engaged foreign im-tructor.-i, 
and in his own province, and virtually 
us a private enterprieo, organized and 
drilled an army, built forts, arsenals and

was but one province in China with an 
army and navy. The war was virtually 
carried on btit ween ilnpan and t'vo Chi- 
nese )iriiviiici<n. 

liit'lilim I ho i;nivovard iia true scep- 
Ini, and hIu'mIm luivo more power than 
the liviiiu'. The nmjnrity rules, but it is 
Iho niHjoi ily of Nci'|ilrt H. One of the 
llrnl lU'v'i'UHi'iirH 111 l^uina, if her life waa 
to hij proHi'i veil mraiiii't enemie!?, was a 
railway; but thu ghoHls were all aguinat 
It. Kven tho shiuluwoC a telegraph wire 
to Bay nothing u( sleepers and rails, laid 
over (lomoterios, or oven near them, 
would call down a deluge of dieaatera 
fiiun the iuvislhlo world iu which Feng 
Shuey rcigiiH. Nevertheless, so inlhuin- 
tial had l.i liecome, that in 1889 ho was 
luade happy by the receipt of an imper- 
ial edict grant ing permission to build a 
railway from Hankow to Peking, ond up 
to Mukdon, and even to Kiiin. Thus 
Chinese armies could bo moved for the 
dotonee of the capital, to the frontier, in 
a few days. Thereu|)on foreigners who 
did not understand the government at 
Peking trumpeted all over tho world 
" the regeneration of China." Tho ban- 
ners of linaneiai lioi]e bent on their 
st.-vvea in breezes of dcliirht above every 
money market in 10uro))e. lloiieful 
agents set their faces toward Tien-tsin, 
exi)t>cting to return home with portman- 
teaus full of orders. Prominent finan- 
cieis even thought they had received 
real " concesaioiis." 

These premature flowers of hope, that 
had budded in momentary sunshine even 
at the very rim of the Ohinese glacier, 
were soon black and dead with frost. 
Why? Simply because the enemies of 
Li and the partners of the graveyard 
spectres had memorialized the throne, 
protesting: against the employment of 
foreigti akill and material, and asking 
that the work be done by Chinese skill 
and labor and with Chinese material. 
Of course these mandarins, so cunning 
and elocpient, did not mean to oppose 
having railroads; oh, no! But when 
the iron and the coal in China are hun- 
dreds of miles apart, and the only means 
of transportation are human shoulders, 
baskets and wheel- barrows, with not a 
single plant for the making of a ateel 
rail, they knew that their method of 
gently smothoring the whole scheme 
would suffice. And it did. The Empe 
ror agreed with them. Li could only ac 
quiesce, and walk aa mourner at the 
funeral of his ambition. Generously he 
nominated his polite enemy to be super- 
intendent of rail ways ; but at the rate at 
which the so-called '' work" progressed, 
it was evident that the Ruasiana wouki 
have their road linished to the sea, per 
haps to ICirin or Mukdon, and possibly 
to Seoul and Peking, before t(he Chinese 
road carried a single army 'corps. In- 
deed it seemed, about 1893, as if progress 
along foreign lines of ideas waa para- 
lyzed, and money for improvements 
would be no more forthcoming. 

Then, aa we believe, Li, pressed nearly 
to the wall, ventured upon a desperate 
game to get money and push forward the 
building of forts and railways and the 
making and enlarging of an army and 
navy. He would wholesomely alarm the 
authorities at Peking, and tap the trea- 
sury that money might How for defence 
He would bring on a war with Japan 
With bis big fleet and German-drilled 
army ho planned to win easy victory, 
fasten the grip of China on Korea, and 
give Russia a wholesome warning 
Hence his deliberate provocation of the 
Japanese by inciting Yuan, his envoy 
and agent in Korea, his overawing of the 
Korean King, and finally his violation 
of the Li-Ito treaty . of 1885 by sending 
Chinese troops into the peninsula king- 
dom, thereby forcing the war hand and 
Irawing the fire of the Japanese. In all 
this he acted with a noole motive, for 
Li is, first of all, a patriot. His aim was 
to exalt the prestige of his country, and 
carry out hia plana for her benefit. 

Yet Li ia a man of pronounced limita- 
tions. With all his noble i urposoe, he 
believes in the Chinese system of spoils, 
aiid of getting and enjoying the wealth 
which cornea from public service and 
public apiritedness. Furthermore, not- 
withstanding his super-Ohineae ability 
to see the e.Kcellence of foreign technics, 
ho is still unregenerate. In his eyes all 
moral excellence is with the Chinese 
ancients— the mythical founders of 
Chinese law and order. He ia utterly 
unconverted to any morals except those 
taught by Confucius. All foreigners, 
even the best of his servants, lielpere, 
ulvisere and friends, are unworthy of 
the kind of respect which sbonli'l be 
given to a son of Han. The least iu the 
Chinese kingdom of heaven ia greater 
than the mightiest born of woman in 
Christendom. 

As for a Japanese, ho could be nothing 
more than a wayward pupil of China or 
a mere imitator of the Westerners. With 
all his ability of discernment, Li Hung 
Chang could not perceive the finer 
strength that inheres in the Japaneao 
character. Hence his genuine sur|)rise 
at tho ability of tho Mikado's sailors 
and soldiers. Having no real idea of 
Japan's power, unable to give hia .-lear 
neiglibor oven tho rcHpeci that he yield- 
ed to foreigners, he miscalciilaleil llieir 
powers. Unintentionally, and with a 
^ood motive, he brought' disaster upon 
ais countrv. Japan was too close to his 
own eyelids. " It is dark at the base of 
tho lamp-post." 

" Now sinking, now floating, in the 
trough and on tlie wave — such is life." 

s history illustrates this Oriental pro- 
verb. Degraded by his master, hateil by 
his enemies, made scapegoat for the 
sins of the Peking government, he yet 
rose again do profundis to honors in 
jackets and buttons, in Imperial favor, 
in odice and command. Hot b count l U's 
looked to him us tho one man lor 1 lie 
(Tifis. lie only could repre^;l!IU the Son 
of lleaviMi for treaty-making in the land 
of the victor. To liim only the .Mikado 
anil his niinistera cast their eyea aa the 
one Chinaman who could collect and pay 
over an indeiimity when promL-cd. 
l''ven the bullet of tho aeaassin svorkcd 
to his honor and glory. Because he lost 
a few drops of blood, he giiined vast ad- 
vantage in the treaty. I'urther, he knew 
only too well that what he handed out 
so liberally, flattering the vanity of the 
Japanese, the triple alliance of Musco- 
vite, Teuton and Gaul would take back, 
meanwhile saving the honor of ChinA. 
From the first, when tho Russian boar 
had discovered the two Orientals at 
fight, he saw his way clear to a fat meal. 

So Li i-oturned to China to hear with 
ono ear the storm of anger, derision and 1

Add a teaspoouful of butter, 
melted. Beat the hatter thoroughly;

ware, ^vell buttered. Do not melt the 
butter or heat the cups, but buttc'r tho 
cold cups with uumelted buttor. Do not 
till the cups moro than half full. 

Bake the cakes in a quick oven until, 
true to their name, they rise far above 
the edges of tlie cujjS and hang over 
tlu'm in a ri(di brown crust. 

This cake is nice for breakfast when 
sei-ved with either silver driii sirup r r 
cream sauce ; or it may bo eaten, like a 
muflia, with butter. It is often served 
us a plain dessert, with sweetened cream.

The New Duties of No. i Company, Tliom h 
It Win Still Muster as Garrison 
Artillery. 

The completion of the Macaiilay Toiiit 
fortiliculiona liaa opened a new lield ol 
usefulness for the Victoria militia, the 
latest orders from headquarters l)eii);.,' 
that one of tli'e tliree companies should 
ho told off to take cliargo of the moval.'bj 
armament of tiiat and the forts gener- 
ally. That was the gpecial husinesa 
\vhieli last evening brougiit togell.Kr 
Lieut. -Col. Peters, the District Offi- 
cer Commanding, and tlie oflicers 
of tlie 1st Battalion, 5th Li. C. A., 
presided over by Major Gregory — who 
as commander of the lat BattalioB is iu 
doe course to be gazetted Lient.-Colonel. 
The new duties will have the fascination 
of novelty, and of course individual 
oflScers and men alike have preferences 
between garrison and field artillery 
■work, so tliat it iiccanie a matter of 
great intereist which company should lie 
assigned to the ne\y duties. All 
having agreed upon this metliod 
of ciioice, lots were drawn, and 
the duty thus fell to No. 1 Com- 
pany, Major Sargisoii's. This company 
^vill tlierefore now proceed to drill as a 
field battery, being relieved of work on 
the big guna. For tliia i)arposo two of 
the 13-pounder field guns now at the

hall at once. Besides the lii-iiounders, 
the company will have to make them- 
selves familiar , with the machine and 
quickfiring guna which are part of the 
armament.

Cauuiuff Industry Started at Alert 
Bay— 'Frisco Steamers 
In aud Out. 



A relic of the sad fate which befel the 
British Ixtrk Cadzow Forest after sailing 
from Portland, Ore., was brought from 
the Xorlli by the steamship Danube, 
Capt. Meyer, arriving on Sunday even- 
ing. The treasure, for such it is regard- 
ed by the many friends of those who 
were lost and have heard of its finding, 
ia in the shape 6f a life jn'eservor, which, 
as previously rejiorted, was found on the 
shore of I'rize island by the Indians in 
Aiiril last. The Danube came in very 
heavily laden, her cargo comprising 20,- 
801 cases of salmon, of which 5,077 cases 
are from the Standard cannery, 5,2St 
cases from Cunningham's, 3,600 from 
Lowe Inlet,5,000from the Whannock.and 
:J,000 cases from the Rivers- Inlet. As 
passengers the steamer brought 4:i lii st 
class and 133 steerage. Among the 
former are several cannery managers and 
|. ur iiiiiiors from the Tom creek mine, 
Oniiiicca. The Danube passed the Bar- 
bara Boscowitz and Tees on her return 
tri|), both having been on their way 
North fur salmon cargoes. On her trip 
North the Danube calletl at Metlahkat- 
la to laud Bishop and Jlra. Kidley, 
whose return to the North was hastened 
owing to the former's illness, which was, 
however, relieved as he neared liome. 
Mr. Spencer has entered into a new in- 
dustryr at Alert Bay — that of canning 
clams. His salmon cannery at Alert 
Bay is used for the purpose and tlie bi- 
valves are procured by Indians, general- 
ly on a sandy shore which is subjected 
to tidal changes. 

AIiaiV.\L OF Tin; "TOI'i:K.\." 

When hundreds were gathered on the 
outer wharf watching for the R.M.S. 
lOmpressof China from Vancouver last 
evening, the Alaskan mail steamship 
City of Topeka arrived from the North. 
She had on board a big crowd of passen- 
gers. Few, however, landed at Victoria, 
among them a Yukon miner named 
John Smith, There was considerable 
mail brought by the steamer, including 
a small amount from Ounalaska, which 
is, no doubt from Ee.'iliiig schooners. 
There was, however, no mail from the 
Yukon, as up to the date of the Tope- 
ka's departure for the South the Cana- 
dian mail carrier had not reached the 
coast. The Alaskan exchanges which 
were brought by the Topeka contained 
very little news of interest. The Alas- 
kan says: " A vessel, the name of which 
we hav'e not been able to ascertain, will 
leave Cook Inlet on the Ist proximo, 
conveying all those who desire to leave 
the locality to Sitka, where she will 
probably arrive in time to catch the out- 
going mail steamer."

Mr. J. F. Foulkes returned yesterday 
morning from Toronto, bringing with 
him three line silvercups as the trophies 
won by him in the tennis tournaments 
at Niagara-on4he-Lake and at Toronto. 
One of these cups is for the open inter- 
ntitional handicap at.Niagara, another is 
the "runner up prize" in the open 
doubles at Toronto and the third is 
the " runner ud prize " in the singles at 
Toronto, where in the semi-finals against 
Ware, Foulkes at one time wanted only 
one stroke to win. The visit of Jlr. 
Foulkes to Ontario to com[)ete as the 
re|)resentative of British Columbia in 
the international tournament held on 
the licautiful grounds ol the Queen's 
Uoyal hotel at N'iagara-ou-lhe-Lako will 
bo of considerable importance to the 
welfare of the game in the West. The 
internatioual tournament follows direct 
ly in the wake of that held at 
Newport, where the championehip of 
the I'liited States is decided annually, 
lliereby enabling all t he tennis expeits 
competing in that L'reat tminiey to taki 
part in the Canadian tournament. It is 
only necessary to inentiou the names of 
(.ieorge Wrenn, Nealo, Whitman, Ware 
Sheldon, Davis and Avery to realize 
that the very best e.xponeuts of the 
uame battled foi; the honors at Niagara 
-Mr. Foulkes owes to the " father of 
leiinis," George Wright (of Messrs 
Wright I'Mlson), a deep debt of grati- 
tude for pointing out his error in playing 
with an entirely useless racquet, and 
presenting him with one of his brand 
new " Pima." In Mr. Foulkes' first 
match with the new weapon bis oppon 
ent failed to score more than tiiree 
strikes in the two sets which decided the 
match. The British Columbian's chief 
victory was in the o))en handicap inter- 
iiati')i!al singles, when he decisively de- 
feated Messrs. l)avis, Whitman and 
Wrenn, playing the former without 
handicap, tlie two latter owing him

iMJulkes played the game of his life 
against Wieiiii, fairly heating him on 
his merits, as owing to the good 
showing he made at Niagara 
Foulkes was made to owe ."0, thus 
ranking him with the limit men. .Mr. 
Foulkes says that the game as played by 
the Eastern cracks is a volley game with 
accurate playing, and faster than on the 
Coast. For example, Neil, the winner of 
the international cup, has a high serve, 
and tiien follows up to the net, where 
he keeps the jilay at all costs.

Foulkes speaks very highly of the hos- 
pitable treatment he met with in the 
l-^ast, especially at the hands of the 
Toronto Athletic Club.

,T. Bishop, S. Oollinson and three 
hunters of the Victoria sealing schooner 
Viva arrived in from sea in a rowboat 
yesterday morning, haviner left the ves- 
sel becalmed off Neah bay. The fact 
that the vessel is returning home is 
significant of her seizure, but the news 
first brought to San Francisco by the 
steamer Homer was further corrobor- 
ated by the men who have arrived. 
The alleged cause of the Viva's seizure 
is similar to that in the cases of the 
Ainoka and Beatrice — the first two 
seized schooners to return. She was 
overhauled by the U. S. cutter Kush on 
August 24 and seized for being 
within the 60 mile zone. Captain 
Mke, who eoneidered himself at least 18 
miles outside the proscribed waters, was 
informed that his chronometer was out 
several minutes. His vessel was taken 
in tow to Ounalaska, and there having 
been turned over to tlie British man-of- 
war, was ordered home. Her arrival is 
looked for to-day or to-morrow, for the 
first breeze will probably carry her to 
port. 

Tin; woHK OK rnu k.xi'kuts. 
Letters to Mrs. Jordan from President 
Jordan, brought by the steamer Homer, 
contain the news that he may return by 
way of Japan when his votk. in the 
Behring sea ia completed. The letters 
were written from St. Paul island of the 
Pribyloir group, about the middle of 
August, just before Dr. Jordan and the 
British commissioner. Professor Thomp- 
son, atarleil fin- tlie Commander islaiida 
on the British warship Satellite. 
Dr. .lordan stated that it might he ne- 
ces.sary for tlie Satellite to run down to 
Hakodati on Yedo island, Japan, to coal, 
and in that case lie would take a steamer 
from there home in order to 
save tune, as hia work in the 
Behring s a would he completed. It he 
should return by the steamer Albatross 
he expected to reach Seattle about Octo- 
ber 1, and home by the 5th. His pri- 
vate secretary, G. A. Clark, will remain 
a month longer on the work of the Seal- 
ing Commission, returning about No- 
vember 1. Dr. Jordan wrote that the 
probleiiiB with which the commission 
had to (leal had been found much more 
dillicnU and puzzling than the members 
had expected, Init that the investigation 
had proved of great interest scientilically 
and gave nroinise of being of immense 
ecxjuomic value. The cominissioii be- 
lieves that its work will settle the ques- 
tion of the cause of the destruction of 
tlio seal herd and lead to steps that will 
restore the sealing industry to its former 
importance. 

.M'TIO.N roU CO.NDK.M.NATION. 

Action for condemnation of the seized 
sealing schooner Aurora was begun in 
the Admiralty court yesterday by Messrs. 
Davie, Pooley it Luxtou, on behalf of 
the Imperial government. The general 
charge against the vessel is that she con- 
travened the Behring sea act liy using 
fire-arms for Bealing purposes in the 
Behring sea. Messrs. Drake, Jackson 
and Helmcken are acting for the defence. 
The crew of the Aurora were paid off 
yesterday. 

It has been decided that the meeting 
of the Provincial Lacrosse Association to 
consider the protest against Suckling, of 
Vancouver, will be held on Friday even- 
ing.

SEEKIN&A RANGE. 

The Ships Will Have to Leave Victoria Un- 
less the Militia Department Spends 
Money at Goldstreani. 

.-Vn unsettled question just now is 
where the men of the Royal Navy are to 
do their annual rifie practice — a ques- 
tion of particular interest to Victoria as 
it may mean the prolonged absence of 
the ships if, fls seems poasible, the range 
at Comox has to be resorted to. Former- 
ly the Navy had a range at the Esqui- 
malt lagoon, but since the fortification 
work has been going on that has been 
closed. The Victoria city range at 
Clover Point is ont of the (|iieation for 
several reasons, it being neillier safe nor 
well appointeil ; and the only other in 
this vi('inity is the ran,ge of theprovin-J 
cial rille association at Cioldstream. j 
It is understood that that would I 
readily be i)laced at the disposal 
of the Navy, ami they are said to be 
prepared to use it but for the fact that 
certain alterations are required to make 
the range quite safe for their purposes. 

Who is to make these alterations, is 
said to be tlie stumbling-block. 'The 
Navy hesitate at expenditure on a range 
not their own; and the provincial rifle 
association wovild probably not feel jus- 
tified in spending any of their funds in 
making alterations not required for their 
purposes. | 

The Dominion government include j 
the Goldstreani range in their ofiicial j 
list of government ranges, and they 
make a grant to the provincial aasocia- 
tion for its rent. The general opinion 
a))pears to be that if it \n not safe lor all 
purposes the militia department ought 
to stand the expense of the alterations j 
required; and if prompt action is taken i 
in the matter the ships will i)rol)ably ' 
remain here for this season's firing in 
place of going North. It is understood 
that an estimate of the cost of the ne- 
cessary alterations has been made, and 
that the amount is only about one hun- 
dred dollars.
